DEATH'S TOLL OF LABOR 


Thiity Thousand Workmen Killed at 
Their Tasks Last Year. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—Between 30,- 
000 and 35,000 deaths and two million 
Injured is the accident record in the 
United States during the past year 
among workingmen, according to a 
bulletin on accidents issued by the bu- 
re u of labor. 
Of those employed In factories and 
workshops, it is stated that probably 
the most exposed class are the work­ 
ers In Iron and steel. Fatal accidents 
among electricians and electric line­ 
men and coal miners are declared to 
be excessive, while railway trainmen 
were killed in the proportion of 7.46 
deaths per 1000 employes.

FOURTEEN 
BODiES 
FOUND 


The explosion at Bas Obispo of a 
twentj^-five-ton dynamite blast yas the 
most serious accident in connection 
with the building of the Panam a canal 
since the United States took control. 
The dead now total fourteen. 
That 
many bodies have been recovered, but 
it is believed that a score or more are 
still under the masses or rocks and 
earth that were thrown up. The death 
list would have been appalling had a 
train, conveying 500 laborers, passed 
a few minutes later. This train steam­ 
ed through the cut and was barely out 
of view whon the explosion occurred. 
For a distance of 800 feet in length 
and 400 foet in width the Bas Obispo 
cut presents a graphic picture of the 
terrible effects of the explosion. 
The 
whole hillside had been devastated, 
the dynamite rending the earth in 
twain and tossing huge boulders in all 
directions. A ninety-ton steam shovel 
lies a complete wreck, crushed under 
the weight of falling rocks. Every one 
of the crew was killed. All the tracks 
In this section were torn to pieces and 
are now covered with tons of debris^ 
Hundreds of men are on the scene 
working heroically to find the bodies 
of their dead comrades. 
Many evi­ 
dences are come across of the terrible 
% 
force of the blast, as here and there 
pieces of human flesh and bone are 
turned over with pick or shovel. 
The charge consisted of fifty-one 
holes, sixty feet deep, and spread out 
over a large section of territory. The 
last hole was being charged by John 
J. Reidy, an experienced powderman, 
when it exploded. 
The others were 
exploded by the concussion. 
Reidy 
was blown to pieces.

Holland Captures Venezuelan Ship. 
The Dutch cru iser‘^Gelderland on 
Saturday 
captured 
the 
Venezuelan 
coast guardship Allx outside Puerto 
Cabello. The Dutch flag was hoisted 
over'the Alix, the crew of which was 
sent ashore. The guardship then was 
manned by a Dutch officer and ma­ 
rines and towed to Willemstad, arriv­ 
ing here Sunday. 
Although the seizure of the Allx 
was plainly discernible from Puerto 
Cabello, the forts there did not fire 
upon the Gelderland. 
• It is learned from the officers of the 
Gelderland that the battleship Jacob 
Van Heemskerk and the cruiser Fries- 
lach are now off La Guayra and that 
further captures may be expected at 
any time. 
The steamer Maracaibo, which ar­ 
rived here from Venezuelan ports, re­ 
ports that when she was at Maracaibo 
the air was full of rumors of a revolu­ 
tion in the interior of Venezuela.

NO QUESTION OF THEIR GUILT 


Washington. Dec, 15. — President 
Roosevelt sent to the senate a special 
mossago on the shooting up of Browns­ 
ville. Tex., In August. 1906. In which he 
proposes to reinstate members of the 
colored battalion of regular troops, 
which were discharged in disgrace 
from the army as responsible for the 
affair. The president says; 
**I inclose herewith a letter from 
the secretary of war transmitting a 
report of the Investigation made by 
Mr. Herbert J. Browne, employed by 
the department in conjunction with 
Captain W. G. Baldwin to investigate 
as far as possible what happened at 
Brownsville on the 13th and 14th of 
August, 1903, The report and docu­ 
ments contain 
some 
information of 
great value and some statements that 
are obviously worthless, but I submit 
them in their entirety. 
*‘This report enables us to fix with 
tolerable definiteness at least some of 
the criminals who took the lead in the 
murderous shooting of private citizens 
at Brownsville. It establishes clearly 
the fact that the colored soldiers did 
the shooting; but upon this point fur­ 
ther record was unnecessary, as the 
fact that the colored soldiers did the 
shooting has already been established 
beyond all possibility of doubt. 
The 
investigation has not gone far enough 
to enable us to determine all the facts, 
and we will proceed with it; but it has 
gone far enough to determine with 
sufficient accuracy certain facts of 
enough importance to make it advis­ 
able that I place the report before you. 
No Question of Their Guilt.

Shipping Thousands of Xmas Trees. 
The annual cutting of Christmas 
trees in the Adirondacks near Utica, 
N. V , is now in full swing, and car­ 
loads of tho trees aro being shipped 
to points far and near. Thirty thou­ 
sand trees have come out of the Adi­ 
rondack forest north of this city with­ 
in the last two days, and the cutting 
goes merrily on. The trees are from 
five to ten feet long, and the average, 
price paid, collect freight charges, is 
10 cents apiece.

It appears that almost all the mem­ 
bers of Company B must have been

As to Companies C and D, there 
can be no question that practically 
every man in them must have had 
knowledge that the shooting was dono 
by some of the soldiers of B Troop, 
and possibly by one or two others in 
one of the other troops. 
“This concealment was itself a grave 
offense, which was greatly aq:gravated 
by their testifying before the spnate 
committee that they wore Ignorant of 
what they must have known. Nevertho- 
less, it is to be said in partial exten­ 
uation that they were probably cowed 
by threats, made by the more desijer- 
ate of the men who had actually been 
engaged in the shooting, as to what 
wouki happen to any man who failed 
to protect the wrongdoers. Moreover, 
there arc circumstances tending to 
show that these misguided men were 
encouraged by outsiders to persist in 
their course of concealment and denial. 
Would Reinstate Men. 
'T feel, therefore, that the guilt of 
the men who, after the event, thus 
shielded the perpetrators of the wrong 
by refusing to tell the truth about 
them, thoup\ 
’ us, was In part due 
to the : 
, and improper attitude 
of others, and th at some measure of 
allowance should be made for the mis­ 
conduct. In other words, I believe we 
can afford to reinstate any of these 
men who now truthfully tell what has 
happened, give all the aid they can to 
fix the responsibility upon those who 
are really guilty, and show that they 
themselves had no guilty knowledge 
beforehand and were in no way impli­ 
cated In the affair, save by having 
knowledge of It afterwards and falling 
and refusing to divulge it. 
‘‘Under the circumstances, and in 
view of the length of time they have 
been rut of the service, and their loss 
of the benefit that would have accrued 
to them by continuous long-time ser­ 
vice, we can afford to treat the men 
who 
meet 
the 
requirements 
given 
above as having been sufficiently pun­ 
ished 
by 
the 
consequences 
they 
brought upon themselves when they 
rendered necessary the exercise of tho 
disciplinary powei*. 
“I recommend that a law be passed 
allowing the secretary of war, within 
a fixed period of time, say a year, to 
reinstate any of these soldiers whom 
he, after careful examination, finds to 
have been Innocent and whom he finds 
to have done all In his power to help 
bring to justice the guilty.'II

THE BELLED GHOST. 


•*Did you ever hoar the story of the 
ghostly boll?” 
Mr. Aubcrlln began, 
glancing around at (he expectant ring 
of faces. 
“No? Well, the thing hap­ 
pened back lu tho early 70*s, tho year 
I caine here, and It creal'cd stlf* onough 
and caused cold chills galc»ro to chase 
each other up and down a half-score of 
«backs, until—but wait a minute, I am 
anticipating my sequel, spoiling the 
effect of my yarn before I have well be­ 
gun it 
'‘Those were troubuious hreaseosd 
‘‘Tliose were troublesome times, back 
In that dark pea'iod or our city’s life, 
and we wore in the throes of tho strug­ 
gle against tlie miserable carpet-bag 
government. Down there in the sher- 
liT’s oillco we had enough guns stacked, 
all ready loaded, to furnish a regiment, 
and each of us carried a big revolver, 
too.

'*At the time of which I speak we 
would sit of a night down in the ofllce, 
which opens on St. Anthony's alley, 
listen to the soimds all over the ramb­ 
ling old building and wonder what they 
were. Did wo think they were ghosts? 
Yes, some of us did, but as for myself, 
I never was scai^y of things that stray 
from beyond the grave, and maybe it 
was because I did not believo 
that 
the dead could come back, and, as 
Shakespeare puts it in Macbeth’s so­ 
liloquy rather 
inclined to the view 
that phantoms were but ‘»false creations 
proceeding from tho 
heat-oppressed 
brain.* 
*'You might ask me here if anybody 
had ever eeen the lawyer’s ghos/t, the 
widow’s spectre, or the phantoms of 
tho sla^^s, and my reply to such a 
question would be that I do not know. 
Tb«y used to ta>lk about them a whole 
lot, and if my memory serves me 
right, I think one old fellow did say 
that he had heard the widow crying 
through the niglit, but a clerk who was 
present reminded him that on 
the 
morning following the supposed ghost­ 
ly disturbance a litter of abandoned 
puppies, moaning and j»elping for their 
mother, had been found in St. Aii- 


tho wind outside; wait and let’s see 
what tho noise isT 
“We sa/t motionless for a few sec­ 
onds, and then with clear distinctness 
came a silvery tinkling, such a sound 
as could only be mado by* a small boll. 
The sound was unmistakably upstairs, 
and the cause of tho weird effect, what­ 
ever it was, was moving backward and 
forward, sometimes slowly and again 
swiftly. 
“Tho bell tinkled in the corridor, and 
then tho sound slowly lessened, and 
it died away, \ve thought, right in this 
very room. ‘What can it be?’ we asked 
each other, and tho shivering deputy 
repealed that it couldn’t be anything 
else than tlie widow’s ghost. 
‘1 heard 
her gix>an,* he insisted, and I with 
eqiml vehemenco repeated that the 
supposed gi’oan was the sobbing of the 
restless wind.

and when the tinkling sounded once 
more, veiy faint, but very distinct, and 
each moment grew In volume, I M^as al­ 
most taking that view of the case my­ 
self.

Discovery at Mammoth Cave. 
Every one has heard of the Mam­ 
moth 
Cave' of 
Kentucky, but few 
probably are aware that its discovery 
was due to the search 
for suitable 
earth for tho manufacture of 
salt- 
peti'o. 
The anxiety to find saltpetre 
earth was due to tho embargo bill 
passed by Congress 
in 
1807, which 
forbade American vessels to sell 
for 
Purope and foreign vessels 
to land 
cargoes in America. 
The Americans needed 
gunpowder, 
and to make It they required 
salt­ 
petre. They had been getting it from 
Spain and Italy, but the embargo bill 
stopped that, and there was no Amer­ 
ican supply of the substance. 
A rov­ 
ing chemist, named 
Samuel 
Brown, 
had shown how saltpetre, or 
potas­ 
sium nitrate, oould be obtained from 
cave earth. 
And so 
the quest 
for 
caves was begun, and assiduously con­ 
tinued. 
When 
the

was 
found, every port of the great cavern 
was searched for cave earth.

pit, by-ways and avenues slaves car­

What a hawk, as a rule, does when 
he has caught his prey is to hold it 
firmly down with his strong talons 
while he rends it to pieces with his 
strong and sharp-hooked beak.

size for size, as the hawk, and has 
not nearly as powerful talons.

Cases of broken arches of tho feet 
of women aro increasing in number, 
and orthopedic surgeons for tho last 
month or two have been keeping the 
makers of special shoes busy with or­ 
ders. 
Strange as it may seem, the trou­ 
ble Is traced not to the high heeled 
footgear which has from time to time 
been so severely attacked by critics, 
but to tho roomy, easy old shoos, the 
comfortable slippers and the heelless 
rubber soled "sneakers” of mountain 
and camp. 
This uncomfortable condition has 
been observed mostly with women 
and girls, althouj^h many men and 
boys are also sufferers, 
" It could hardly bo called an epi­ 
demic," said Dr. Virgil P, Glbney, the 
well known orthopedic surgeon, “ for 
tho cause of the trouble varies in in­ 
dividuals, 
The foot is made up df a 
series of small bones In the form of 
an arch. 
Tho w^eakness of certain 
ligaments which sustain It ordinarily 
causes the arch to fall, and the result 
Is what is termed tho broken arch, or 
flatfoot. 
"Often the condition is traced to a 
Blight strain, which causes the per­ 
son affected to favor one foot more 
than the other, and thus gradually to 
develop a structural weakness. 
"If the race went barefooted there 
would be no broken arches, for na­ 
ture causes tho foot to m aintain tho 
arch. 
The French shoes, which bring 
the heel toward the middle of tho 
sole and act as a support, give to tho 
natives of France a good carriage, 
which Is observed even In the bour- 
golsle. 
They do not have broken 
arches. 
"Easy old shoes, especially If they 
wero 
badly 
m ade 
originally, 
and 
lounging slippers are largely respon­ 
sible for flatfoot, for when they are 
worn the ligaments and muscles re­ 
lax and become weakened."— New 
York Herald.

An African Whaling Enterprise. 
Consul Edwin S. Cunningham, 
of 
Durban, advises that a compivny, with 
head ofilces at Sandefjord, 
Norway, 
has recently been formed, with tho ob­ 
ject of exploiting the whaling grounds 
adjacent to tho South African coast, 
particularly that of Natal. 
The con­ 
sul details the plans as follows: 
"There is to be a station of the* com­ 
pany at Durban, where a plant for 
extracting oil and bone will bo estab­ 
lished. The method to bo pursued will 
be the same that has been adopted 
with success in Norway, and tho men 
engaged In the work will bo Norweg­ 
ians who have had experience in the 
Industry. 
Briefly, the plan is to usu 
two small whaling steamers 
which 
have been acquired by tho company, 
and, making Durban tho base of oper­ 
ations, to scour the ( i astwlso waters, 
and as soon as a whah* has been tak­ 
en, to tow the body into tho harbor, 
where the work of extraction will be 
done. By this m^^ans, it Is said that a 
saving of lime Is effected and tho pro­ 
cess of reduction Is facilitated. 
"It Is claimed that these 
steam 
whalers are able to take all kinds of 
whales with comparative 
immunity 
from risk, as the explosive harpoon is 
fired directly from the steamer, and 
the danger of pursuing the 'fish' in 
small boats is obviated. 
There aro 
large numbers of whales 
near this 
coast, and there Mcms to bo a fair 
prospect of success for a small com­ 
pany run on the most oponomlcal llnc^. 
Tho capital of the company is $75,000, 
and shares to the full amount havo 
been taken in Natal and Norway.*'—

the sortie from Port Arthur provided the fir.«?! hint of the all 
big gun ship. 
It will therefore como as a surprise to many 
to know that the value of the all big gun ship had been rec­ 
ognized prior to the outbreak of the war in the East, and 
that the type itself had been evolved not from any informa­ 
tion furnished by Japan, nor in Great Britain, but right here 
In America. 
The way it came about is an interesting bit 
of unwritten history. 
The idea of the type originated in target practice. 
Up to a few years ago 
there was practically no target practice in our navy. 
The result of this lack 
of practice showed at Santiago, where there w^as only about 2 percent of hits 
made by the American fleet. 
The Spanish fleet was 
destroyed, 
but while 
America was cheering in its millipns its navy defenders wore soberly think­ 
ing of that very small percentage of hits. 
As a result the navy went at tar­ 
get practice In a serious and thorough way. 
Then for the first time was In­ 
troduced the practice of firing at long ranges. 
The discovea'y was soon made 
that range finders are of little use—the gun itself had to be depended upon to 
get the range. 
The next important fact educed was that a variety of calibres 
brought much confusion, as In the fall of shots the markers Avcre unable to 
distinguish one fi'om the other. 
Here was another matter of essence. 
The 
bigger the gun the flatter the trajectory, and with two or more different cali­ 
bres firing at the same time it w^as found to be impossible to distinguish be­ 
tween them, and consequently impossible accurately to estimate the range. 
Then it began to dawn on the navy that the solution was a ship carrying 
big guns only, and as a result the plans of the Ualted Slates ship Feasible 
and the United States ship Possible were drawn by Lieutenant Commander 
Homer C. Poundstone, one of the progressive young ofliicers of 
the navy. 
These plans wero submitted to the general board and wero approved by that 
body. 
Thus originated the type that so many nations are now so feverishly 
constructing. 
But it was not until Great Britain had launched her Dread­ 
nought and Japan’s Aki had gone ove^rboard that this country set about the 
building of the four Dreadnoughts which are now under construction.

LONDON CLUBS. 


They Ar© Practically Social—the Old 
Ones, That Is.

The Treaty of Berlin, which 
was 
mptured by the proclamation of Prince 
Ferdinand at Bulgaria's ancient capl- 
tal of Tirnovo, and which may be com­ 
pletely rearranged by a congress of the 
powers, was the result of the inter­ 
ference of those powers with 
the 
terms of the Ilusso-Turkish agreement 
signed at San Stefano March 3, 1878, 
as tho outcome of the Russo-Turkish 
war. 
On the invitation of Prince Bis­ 
marck, Germany^s Impedal Chancellor, 
delegates to the interested powers met 
in Berlin in the following June and 
July, and considerably modifled the 
Ru&so-Turkish agreement, as follows: 
The independence of Roumania, Ser- 
via, and Montenegro was recognized, 
while Eastern Roumelia received ad­ 
ministrative autonomy and a Christian 
governor, but remained under the con­ 
trol of Turkey, A gi’adual extension of 
the Greek frontier also (this wa^ car­ 
ried out in 1881) was promised 
the 
Athenian government, and Bosnia and 
Herzegovina were placed under the 
practical adminisitrative control 
of 
Austria-Hungary. 
Roumanlit returned 
to Russia the Bessarabian 
territory 
taken from her by the treaty of Paris 
and received a quid pro quo in the 
shape of Dobrudia, and Turkey ceded 
to Russia Ardahan, Kars and Batum. 
Great Britain, whose interests were in 
the hands of Lords Beaconsfleld and 
Salisbury, managed to establish her­ 
self at Cyprus, thus assuming the vir­ 
tual contirol of the Levantine waters. 
And finally the principality of Bulgaria 
was created and constituted an auton­ 
omous and tributary state under the 
suzerainty of the Sultan with a Chris­ 
tian government and at national militia. 
Its ruler was to be elected by the pop­ 
ulation and confirmed by the sultan 
with the consent of the powers, but 
tho successful candidate for prince 
could be no member of any reigning 
houses identified with the great pow­ 
ers, and he must reside permanently 
in the principality. 
The care that was taken by the Ber­ 
lin congress oif 1878 to define the status 
of the n-ev/ principality showed that 
tho pov/ers fully recognized the role 
that Bulgaria was destined to play in 
the future history or the 
Balkans, 
Dominated first by Austria and then 
by Russia, the Bulgarian government 
has constantly stretched the Berlin 
mandate which gave the ptiTincipality 
its existence until again and again an 
open ru'pture with Turkey has seemed 
inevitable. 
The princely title was made heredi­ 
tary with the form of address **Royal 
Plighness.” The first prince was Alex­ 
ander of Battenburg, who ruled from 
1879 until 1887. 
He is said to have 
stimulated the overthrow of the gov­ 
ernment of Eastern Kounielia in 1885, 
which at once caused representatives 
of the powers to reassemble in Con­ 
stantinople, with the result that the 
Porte retained only the tAVo Mussul­ 
man districts of Kirjali and Rupchus, 
while Bulgaria got the rest. 
Next, 
Alexander made war on Servia, and 
would undoubtedly have absorbed that 
Idngdom had he not been stopped by 
Austria, which, by the treaty of Buch­ 
arest, re-established the status quo. 
Next Russia took a hand in the game 
and the Czar’s secret agents’ foment­ 
ed a conspiracy. On the night of Aug. 
21, 1886, Alexander was secretly lured 
to Reni, in Russian territoiy, and 
there made to abdicate, 
A revolution 
headed by Stambuloff, then president 
of the parliament, overthrew the pro­ 
visional government which 
obtained 
while Russna was trying 
to 
gather 
the powers together for a new ‘con­ 
gress, and Alexander returned, 
but 
practically a Russian vassal. 
His un­ 
fortunate pledges to Russia made him 
useless to the revolutionary party, and 
less than a month later, he formally 
resigned the government into 
the 
hands of a regency, presided over by 
Stambulofi". 
Parliament on July 7, 1887, elected 
Prince Ferdinand of Coburg, who ap­ 
pointed Stambuloff as his prime minis- 


etc. 
Every spring from 1901 to 1904, 
Bulgarian ofllcers on leave of absence 
entered Macedonia and there led ex- 4 
peditions against the Turkish author­ 
ities. 
The situation thus became in­ 
tolerable'for Turkey. 
At length tho 
Porte atppealed to the powers. 
Bul­ 
garia promised to prevent “brigands 
and revolutionists’* from crossing the 
border; while an international gen­ 
darmerie scheme was devised by tho 
powers and executed wIUx more or less 
success by Turkey. 
For the last four 
years Bulgaria has devoted all her 
energies to increasing the strength and 
discipline of her army, principally un­ 
der the direction of German oificera 
‘*on leave.** 
The proclamation of the 
Turkish 
Constitution and the subsequent con* 
fusion in Turkish political and admin­ 
istrative circles have given the Bul­ 
garian -government the long-awaited 
opportunity to be utilized through wha;t 
is known as the Oriental Railway dis­ 
pute. 
This railway, which foVms part 
of the scheme of the late Baron Hirsh 
to connect Central Europe with the 
Levant, carried out on guarantees giv­ 
en by'the sultan 
connects Sofia with 
Adrianople, 
and, at 
Kuleli-Burgas, 
separates into two branches, one run­ 
ning eastward to Constantinople and 
the other southward and then west­ 
ward to Salonika. 
It is the property 
of the Turkish govcrnonent, but has . 
been leased by a company whose head 
ofiice is in Vienna and whose directors 
are three Germans and two Anstrians. 
The lease expires in 1958, and the proi>- 
erty then reverts to Turkey. 
The recenit strike o»f the employes of 
the lino gave the government of Bul­ 
garia aa excuse for occupying tho road 
as far aa Phllippopolls, In Etistern Rou- 
melia. This action the government of 
Constantinople resented, aoid 
note^ 
were exchanged between that city and^ 
Sofia. 
At first the Turkish 
govern­ 
ment sought to assume that the step 
taken by Bulgaria was solely in t}i6 
interests of the public, but after the 
strike had been ended In Turldsh ter­ 
ritory proper, Bulgaria declined to re­ 
move her troops from tho Eastern Rou- 
melia part of the line, stating that her 
occupation of it was a consequence of 
the strike, which could only be settled 
beiLw'een it and the company leasing 
the line.

Sixty Years in a 
Russian Prison

Russian of today, who, without leaving his church, preaches 
unorthodox sobriety, truthfulness, honesty, and clean living, 
attracts his iellowmen and makes them better than he found 
lliem, lb- complaincd of by the priests, and whirled away to 
the cloister prison. There he is no longer thrust into a 
“stone sack," as in olden times, but immured In a bare, nar­ 
row cell, tjie walls of v.’hich are slimy with ooze. The one 
little light aperture has three window-frames—two Iron 
gji-aUugs, and a pane of semi-op.aque, greenish glass. 
He is 
denied pen and paper, is forbidden to talk with the guards, receives no let­ 
ters nor writes any, and forfeits his very name, In lieu of uhich he has a num­ 
ber. 
In a word, he is dead, and is waiting only to be buried. 
From time to 
time a priest may entei his cell and exhort 'him to abandon his ‘•erroir," but 
after the first few months even this opportunity of hearing a human voice is 
taken away, and he is left with only such hop© as death may fullll. And some 
of theso obscure mnrtyrs have waited long for that merciful end.

Early in the present century Prince 
Ferdinand, whose mojner, by the way, 
was a daughter of Louis Philippe, King 
of the French, began a campaign i,o 
raise the political standard of the Bal­ 
kans by proposing a union of the 
states whose independence had been 
recognized or confirmed by the Berlin 
congress.
